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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claims 1 and 5, none of the references alone or in combination 
suggested or teaches the limitation " generating an offset value from a comparison of a value 
of the track error signal that occurs before the detected fundamental change in property of 
the track to a value of the track error signal that occurs after the detected fundamental 
change in property of the track."
